Gardening 


August is more of an active month in the vegetable garden than in the flower 
garden. In general, keep an eye open for garden pests and watch for signs of drought 
on flower borders and on individual subjects.. Some shrubs in particular quickly flag 
in hot weather and will appreciate a pail of water every couple of days. 

Restart cyclamen corms. Continue to take cuttings of shrubs, and by the end 
of the month most hydrangeas will have finished flowering and will benefit froma 
modest pruning.

Phone Charges In a recent Newsletter I stated that, provided no additional wiring 
was required in installing phones, a £5 reduction in the old fee of £25 was allowed. 
Following applications by residents who thought that they qu qualified for this, it 
appears that the information given was slightly misleading, and should be as follows: 

The term "internal wiring" refers to the wiring necessary to bring the phone 
cable from outside to inside the house, and would normally be just tue depth of the 
brickwork of the wall concerned. Therefore, if your phone point is situated on an 
'butsidd' wall, and not a party wall, you should qualify for this £5 reduction, provided 
that the installation was e*fected before the recent increace to O35. We tegret that 
following this ineresse 3n tue installation fee, this rediusvion has now been withdrawn 
at the discrztion o th: rust Office.

July meeting 
Special Parish Meeting The proposal "That there were no changes to be made to the 
Definitive Map" was carried unanimously. 


Bar Hill-Lolworth Footpath Lolworth has dropped the idea of a link road to Bar 
Hill, preferring instead a surfaced footpath. 


Allotments On behalf of the Bar Hill Horticultural Society, the Developers were 
being asked to define the area of land, for permission to plough, the conditions 
attached to the management of the land, and to indicate who would own the land. 


Trees With trees made available by the County Council, the Horticultural 
Society are hoping to plant an Arboretum beyond the perimeter road north of the 
industrial estate. Approval is being sought from Mr. Nunn. 


Hanover Housing Trust Flatlets The residents of Partridge Drive appear to have 
no chance of an effective remedy to their situation. 


Planning Applications (1) The Hanover Housing Trust were asked to suggest another 
name, instead of the proposed "Fiske Gardens" for their development. 

(2) An advertising sign 14' 4"' x 5' 9" to the right of the approach road; the 
Council have urged a reduction in the number and size of these signs. 

(3) Phase 7: the Council returned the application, refusing to comment until it 
had had the opportunity to discuss the New Village Plan.
